Full Equipment of Navy and Means 


to Deal With Enemy's Submarines, 


President Wilson asked congress tc 


declare a state of war existing be- 
tween the United States and Germany. 


The president, appearing before the 


house and senate in joint session, ask- 
ed congress to recognize and deal with 
Germany's warlare on America. 


The president said war with Ger- 


many would involve practical co oper- 
ation with the governments now at 
war with Germany, including liberal 
financial credits. 
He urged the rais- 


ing of 500,000 men by universal mili- 
tary service. 


Mr. Wilson spoke as follows: 
I have called the congress into ex 
traordinay session because there are 
serious, very scrioiu, cnoices cf policj 
to be made, and made immediately 
which it was neither right nor ccns.i 
tutionally permissible that 1 should 
assume the responsibility of making 
On the third ot February last, I olti 
cially laid belore you the extraoruin 
ary announcement of the imperial Gar 
man government that on and attei 
the first clay of February it was its 
purpose to put aside all restraint ot 
law or of humanity and use its subma 
rines to sink every vessel that"! 
to approach either the ports of 
Britcnn and Ireland or the wcs.err 
coasts of Europe or any of the poits 
controlled by the enemies of German) 
within th? Mediterranean. 
That had seemed to be the objecl 
of

earlier in the war, but since April o. 
last year the imperial government hac 
restrained somewhat the commanders 
of

The c^ial 
lenge is to all mankind. Each nation 
must decide for itself how it will me,1) 
It. The choire we make for ourselves 
must be made with a moderation U 
counsel and a tomperateness of judg 
meat befitting our character and ou 
motives as a nation. We must pu 
excited feeling away. Our motive wi'J 
not be revenge or the victorious asser- 
tion of the physical misiu of the na- 
tion, but onlv the vindication of right 
of human right, of which we are only 
a single champion. 


Armed Neutrality 
is Impracticable. 


When I addressed the congress on 
the twenty-sixth of February last, i 
thought it would suffice to assert our 
neutral rights with arms, our rights 
to use the seas against unlawful inter- 
ference, our Tight to keep our people 
safe against unlawful violence. 
But armed neutrality it now appears 
is impracticable. Because submarines 
are in effect outlaws when used as t:ie 
German submarines have been used 
against merchant shipping, it is impos- 
sible to defend ships against their 
attacks as the law of nations has as- 
sumed that merchantmen woul i de- 
fend themselvc3 against privateers 01 
cruisers, visible craft 
giving cha=e 
upon the open seas. 
If is common 
prudence in such circumstances, grim 
necessity indeed, to endeavor to de- 
stroy them before they have shuwn 
their own intention. 
They must be 
dealt with upon sight, if dealt with at 
aJl. 


Denies Right of Neutrals to Arm. 
The German government denies the 
right of neutrals to use arms at all 
within the areas of the sea whit h it 
nab prescribed, oven in the defense ol 
rights which no modern publicist has 
ever questioned their right to defend. 
The intimation is conveyed that tne 
armed guards which we" have placed 
on our merchant ships will be treated 
as beyond the pale of law and subject 
to be dealt with as pirates would be. 
Armed neutrality is ineifcctual enough 
at best; in suuu circumstances and in 
the face of such pretentions it is worse 
than ineffectual; it is likely once to 
produce what it was meant to preveir,: 
it is practically certain to draw us in- 
to the war without either tho rignts or 
the effectiveness of bolligei-ents. 
There is one choice we cannot mike, 
we arc incapable of malting; we will 
not choose the path ol submission and 
suffer the most sacred rig.its of our 
nation and our people to be ignored or 
violated. 
The wrongs against wiiicn 
we now array ourselves are not com- 
mon wrongs; they cut to the very 
roots of human life. 


U. S. Accepts Status of Belligerent. 
With a profound sense of the solemn 


we tiave seea tne last 01 neu- 
trality fn such circumstances. 
We are at the beginning of an age 
in which it will be insisted that u< 
same standards of conduct and of re 
sponsibility for wrong done shall be 
observed nmong nations and their gov 
ernments that are obsen^d among th« 
individuals of civilized states. 


German People Not to Blame. 


We have no quarrel with the Ger- 
man people. We have no feeling to- 
wards them but one ot sympathy an: 
friendship. It was not upon the r im 
pulse that their government actel in 
entering this war. 
It was not witt 
their previous knowledge or approval 
It was a war determined upon as 
wars used to be determined upon IE 
the old, unhappy days when people* 
were nowhere consulted by their rul 
ers and wars were provoked and wag 
ed in the interest of dynasties or 01 
little groups of ambitious men whc 
were accustomed to us? their feliow 
men as pawns and tool*. 


Self-governed nations 
do 
not 
fl! 
their neighbor states with spies or sei 
the course of intrigue to bring aboui 
some critical posture of affairs whi. t 
will give them an opportunity to siril« 
and make conqiiest. Such ues.gns Can 
be siu'cesslully worked only under 
cover and where, no ono has the right 
to ask questions. 


A steadfast concert for peace nevel 
can be maintained except bv a partner 
ship of democratic nations". 
No auto 
cratic government could be trusted tc 
keep laith within it or observe its 
covenants. It mu-U be a league r,f ho:> 
or, a partnership of opinion. Intrigue 
would eat its vitals away; the plot 
tings of inner circles who could plai 
what they would and render account 
to no one would be a corruption seated 
at its very heart. 
Only free peoples 
can hold their purpose and their hpn- 
or steady to a common end and prefer 
the interests of mankind to any nar- 
row .interest of their own. 
Wo are now about to accept gauga 


of battle with this natural foe to lib- 
erty, and shall, if necessary, spend 
the whole force of the nation "to check 
and 
nullify its pretensions and 
KB 
power. We are gJad, now that we see 
the tacts with no veil of false pretense 
about them, to fight thus for the ulti- 
mate peace of the world and for the 
liberations of its peoples, the German 
peoples included; for the rights of 
nations great and small and the privi- 
lege of men everywhere to choose 
their way of life and of obedience. Tne 
world m,ist be made safe for demo- 
cracy. 
Its peace must be planted 
upon the trusted foundations Ot politi- 
cal liberty. 


\Ve have no selfish ends to serve. 


Every Restriction Swept Aside. 


The new policy has swept every re 
striction aside. Vessels ot every kind 
whatever their flag, their character 
their cargo, their destination, their 
errand, have been ruth,eiS,y sent tc 
the bottom without warning, and with- 
out thought of help-or mercy for 
uuc iiiisusui ui. injij.r ui iiiui ^y id incat 
cn board, the vessels of friend.y ncu 
trals along with those of belligerents 
Even hospital ships and ships canying 
relief 
to 
tfte 
soie.y bereaved anij 
stricken people of Belgium thougn the 
latter were provided with safe con- 
duct through the proscribed areas bj 
the German 
government 
itself 
and 
were distinguished by unmistakablt 
marks of identity, have been sunk with 
the same reckless lack of compassion 
or of principle. 


I was, for a little while, unable tc 
believe that such things would, in fact 
be done by any government that hith- 
erto had subscribed tt» the humane 
practices of civilized nations. Inter- 
national law had its origin in tne at 
tempt to set up some law, which would 
be respected and .observed upon the 
seas, where no nation has right of do- 
minion and where lay the tree high- 
ways of the world.

By painful stage 
after stage has that law been built up 
with meagre enough results indeed, 
after all was accomplished that could 
be accomplished, but always with a 
clear view, at least, of what the heart 
and conscience of mankind demanded. 


Disregards All Scruples of Humanity. 


This minimum of right the German 
government has swept aside under th« 
plea of retaliation and necessity, and 
because it had not weapons which it 
could use at sea except these, which 
it is impossible to employ as it is em 
ploying them without throwing to the 
winds all scruples of humanity or ol 
respect for the understandings that 
were supposed to underlie the inter 
course of the world.

and even tragical character of the step 
1 am taking and ot the grave responsi- 
bilities which it involves, but in un- 
hesitating obedience to what I deem 
my constitutional duty, I advise that 
the congress declare tne recent course 
of the imperial German government 
to be in tact nothing less than w.tr 
against the £t_veinnient and pyople U 
the United States; that it lorinal'y ac- 
cept the status of belligerent wind) 
has thus been thrust upon ic and thai 
it take immediate steps not on!y tc 
put the country in a more thorough 
state of detense, but albo to exLrt all 
us power and employ all its resources 
to bring the government of the Ger- 
man empire to terms and end the war.

It will involve the immediate tuli 
equipment of the navy in all respects, 
but particularly in supplying it wltli 
the best means of dealing with the 
enemy's submarines. It will involve 
the immediate addition to the armed 
forces of the United States already 
provided for by law in case of war, al 
least 500,000 'men, who should, in my 
opinion, be chosen upon the principle 
of universal liability to service, and 
also the authorization of subsequent 
additional increments of equal foice sc 
soon as they may be needed and can 
be handled in training. 
It will involve also, of course, the 
granting of adequate credits to tne 
government, sustained. I hope, so fai 
as they can equitably be sustained 
by the present generation, by well con- 
ceived taxation. 1 say sustained so fai 
as may be equitable by taxation, be- 
cause it seems to mo that it would be 
most unwise to have the credits which 
now will bo necessary 
entirely 
on 
money borrowed. 
It is our duty, J 
most respectlully urge, to protect oui 
people so far as we may against foe 
very serious hardships and evils which 
would be likely to arise out of th« 
inflation which would be produced b> 
vast loans. 


Our Motives and Objects. 


While we do these things, these 
deeply momentous things, let us be 
very clear, and make very clear to al. 
the world what our motives and oui 
objects are. My own thought has not 
been driven from its habitual and nor-

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T EASTER lime Iho poople of 
Patrick coiintyi Virginia* frc- 
quonlly Kond to Uieir frionds 
uniqiio iiifls?. In this oounly, aiiout cor- 
tain boautiful springs and tho cloar 
St roams llowing from tliom. arc found 
quantities of small stone crystals in 
tho form of porfect crossos. Thoy are 
mixed with tlie gravel and pebbles of 
this limestone country. 
More remarkable still, the crosses are 
found in various shapes—the plain Ro­ 
man cross, the square maltese cross, 
and the Greek cross where the crystals 
interpenetrate each other at an angle 
of GO degrees. This last is the most 
common form, but it Is not so pleasing 
when tJie stone is used as an ornament 
because of the twisted appearance it 
gives, although tho structure itself Is 
very interesting, resembling a double 
cross. Sometimes three or even four 
crystals are grouped together. 
The crystals are six-sided prisms, 
and in a simple form appear in an en­ 
velope shape complete as to the point­ 
ed flaps even. The sclentiflc name of 
tlie material is “staurolite,” or **cross- 
stone/* the name staurolite coming 
H E aisles in velvet darhncss lau, I 
the Greek words meaning “cross” 
and “stone.’» 
The girls of Patrick county wear the 
cross in place of a locket or pendant 
on gold or silver chains. The stone is 
comparatively soft and a small gold 
screw is inserted in the cross and the 
chain passed through a projecting ring. 
Sometimes those who live in this val- 
ley search for crosses that match in 
size and make a long necklace of the 
stones themselves. The crosses vary 
in size from an inch to two inches in 
length. 
The writer has a fairy stone of the 
popular Roman style, presented by the 
Under, who picked it up on a Patrick 
county farm. It has a dull brown color 
and looks as if it might be a bit of rich, 
dark wood from the altar of a church. 
The color varies from a x’eddlsh or yel­ 
lowish brown to black or gray, but is 
uniform In each individual stone. 
The Inhabitants of Patrick county be­ 
lieve that the stone is found nowhere 
else in the world outside of their par­ 
ticular county, a picturesque mountain 
section of Virginia.

Why not then see 
the feet of the sun dance upon the 
i sea or mountain top? On Easter of last 
year It is said that 20,000 people as- 
I /sembled on Kubidoux mountain, where 
their hearts danced witli joy at tho 
thought of the resurrection. 
Tliose who invented the Jlubidoux 
mountain Easter festival set an ex­ 
ample tlmt Is being followed by many 
others. 
April shcjwers are rare things 
in southern California, and one may 
plan for weeks ahi^ad for a sunrise fes­ 
tival on Easter day. It juay be expect­ 
ed that this custom will grow and 
prove another attraction to the land of 
tiunshiue and flowers. 


F ALL annual festivals among 
Christian nations, East(4r seems 
to have hmde the most serious 
impression, and tho customs connected 
with its first celebrations to have lin­ 
gered the longest. 
Europe, with its 
many nations, and, therefore, many | 
peoples, has over been tho scene of 
various ceremonies distinctly belonging 
to the separate countries, with the 
Latin church always In the lead in the 
matter of picturesque symbols and pro­ 
cessions. 
Strange customs, sometimes com­ 
bined with elaborate ceremonies, are 
found oftenest in the rural districts, 
where the people have not free access 
to the towns, and simplicity of living 
does not question the difference be­ 
tween truth and tradition. 
In Brittany many interesting cus­ 
toms are observed* 
It is a land of 
legends, 
Tho very people, quaintly 
dressed as they were a thousand years 
ago, suggest legends and traditions. 
When the faith of the Nazarene was 
first preached to their ancestors they 
held 
the 
mammoth 
stones 
which 
abound In the fields and countryside In 
deep veneration. 
The church united stories of won 
derful stones with the word of Christ, 
so that its teaching might sooner de­ 
velop ccmverts. Fete days were held 
in high esteem, and many queer beliefs 
and associations became entangled with 
the festivals. 
• 
On Easter morning at the Church of 
St. Cronley, in the village of Flnlstere, 
Brittany, every man, woman and child 
of the vicinity Is in attendance. The 
women and children are in their best 
frocks and snowiest caps, and the men 
are leading the cattle to the door of 
this church, which would do credit to 
a city of size. 
There the priest receives the men 
and animals, and while tho women clus­ 
ter around, gravely listening, the cattle 
are blessed and the care of St. Cronley 
invoked in their behalf. This saint is 
a great favorite all over Brittany; and. 
like so manj’ traditions of the Bretons, 
his story is connected with the giant 
stones. It appears that he was a bish­ 
op of Rome come up to the province 
lo convert the heathe^. 
He was hunted by wild men until 
death seemed near, when suddenly ev­ 
ery pursuer was turned into a stone, 
i and so they stand today, one group 
I forming a regular border along the 
I road from Carnac to Kerlescant.

In scattered communities, where there 
are few towns, an Easter service is 
often held in the fields, and a sermon 
preached from a wayside shrine, set In 
one of the historical stones.

CLING TO ANCIENT CUSTOMS 


In Rural England Forms of Easter 
Celebration Indulged In for Cen­ 
turies Are Still Kept Up. 


The mention of hot cross buns im­ 
mediately 
suggests England, where 
they are used more universally than 
perhaps any other country. And while 
England is not a Catholic country, 
so-called, rural customs of all kinds, 
religious and otherwise, have an un­ 
usually firm hold. 
One of the very 
strangest Easter-day customs is called 
the harepie festival, enacted in*Leices­ 
tershire, at the village of Hallaton. 
Every Easter morning a brass band 
heads a procession which takes in most 
everybody in the town. 
They parade through the streets and 
after a short service at the Episcopal 
church the rector, aided by two or 
three oflicials of the village, cuts up a 
large rabbit pie, which has been baked 
for the occasion. These pieces of pie 
are fought for by boys and young men, 
down a hillside called Hare Bank, and 
it Is con.sidered something to be proud 
of to desei:ve the largest cut of the 
pastry. 
Tills is followed by a feast in the 
principal tavern or church, and ale in 
abundance is 
consumed, 
an 
affair 
wiilch precedes a football match fa­ 
mous over tho whole of the county, 
üiiál looked forward to by thousands 
of spectators every year.

Final application for naturalization pa­ 
pers has been tnadc in the office of Pro- 
ihonotary G. Harry Roth by the Rev. Al­ 
bert Alfred Bruehhaus, pastor of the Great 
Conewago Presbyterian charge, w hich in­ 
cludes the churches at Hunterstcwn and 
York Springs, 
The hearing of the appli­ 
cation will be given in Court, June 18th 
In his application Mr. Bruehhausgivedhis 
birthplace as Elberfield, Germany.

has been a resident of this country about 
eleven years 
His first and secong papers 
were taken out in Wisconsin, where he 
formerly liVed, 
He arrived in the United 
States September 12, 190G. 
lie is of 
French*German parciituge and has lived in 
both of those countries. 
Rev. Bruehhaus, who attended Prince­ 
ton seminar}', came to the Adams county 
charge about a year ago.

Native of White Hall 


Found Dead in York. 


Thomas Eltr, with no fixed place of res- 


idence, an itinerant cigartbaker, former- 
ly of McSherrystown, was found dead on 
Friday afternoon at 1 o'clock, lying in a 
clump of bushes in Eberton, juet beyond 
Highland park, York. The body was 
found by Noah Stump, who was hunting 
dandelion in that vicinity. Eltz was 43 
years old and is survived by a brother, 
John Eltz, and a sister, Mrs Emma Zinn, 
both of McSherrystown. 


William Fisher, who conducts a grocery 


store in Eberton, said that Eltz had been 
in the store on Thursday morning about 
8:30 o'clock and purchased bread and oth- 
er food. A short time later, David Hous- 
er came to the store and ordered a keg of 
beer from a brewing company, which he 
ordered sent to the West End. The emp- 
ty keg and a pan of soup were found near 
where the body lay. Some bread was also 
lying beside the body 
It is presumed 


that the two men spent Thursday togeth- 
er and that Eltz became drunk and his 
companion deserted him. The body was 
covered with a black coat; Probably plac- 
ed there by Houser when he left Eltz on 
Thursday night. The face was badly dis- 
colored. The coroner viewed the body and 
gave angina pectoris and chronic rheuma- 
tism as the cause of death. 


Eltz was a son of the late John Eltz, 


who for many years conducted a black- 
smith stand at White Hall, where the de- 
ceased was born and raised, the family 
moving to McSherrystown about 30years 
ago. On March 1, 1916, he was admitted 
to the York hospital suffering with gan- 
grene of the feet. His feet had been so 
badly frozen from sleeping in barns that it 
was necessary to amputatd all the toes on 
both feet. He remained in the hospital 
until June 
The body was shipped to the

Mr. Kilpatrick said. "It is a little un- 
fortunate many look upon school gar- 
dening os a pleasing diversion. It is 
that, but vastly more. It is an essen- 
tial factor in a complete education and 
should be supported in the public 
schools as such."

ducing the condition of the wheat in the 
ground throughout the 8tat». On March 
let the condition of wheat throughout the 
State was reported to the Pennsylvania 
Department of Agriculture as represent- 
ing about 8? per cent, of an average con- 
dition. In 1910 tbe condition of the 
wheat at this time was 94 per cent. In 
tbe great wheat counties of Lsncaster, 
York, Franklin, Berks, Chester and Cum- 
berland the average condition is 85 per 
cent. The same weather has had a deter- 
ring effect on the rye which WHS sown in 
the fall and the general average condition 
on March 1st is reported at 90 per cent, 
as compared with 94 per cent, a year ago.

a yeast cake, softened In a little warm 
water; one pint of luke-warm milk 
and three and three-quarters cupfula 
of sifted flour. Work the dough with 
a wooden spoon, butter the pan well 
and sprinkle with flour, pour In the 
dough and let It rise for three hours 
in a warm place, then bake in a hot 
oven.

Commissioner Lewis Would Recruit 


1,200 From City Prisons. 


Xow York.—New York gangsters may 


yet rival the exploits of the npaches of 
Paris on the firing line, and the Amer- 
ican gun man aud the French blue devil 
may yet be lighting side by side. Bur- 
dctte G* Lewis, commissioner of correc- 
tion, announced that he had been in 
consultation with Major General Leon- 
ard Wood regarding the advisability 
of recruiting a regiment of workhouse 
and penitentiary inmates in the event 
of war between the United States and 
Germany. 
Commissioner Lewis also 


consulted with Major General O'Ryau, 
commanding the nrition.il guard.
